He suggested, however, that the 
Andover Center Development 
Corporation, formed to handle 
Urban Renewal re-development, 
should remain in existence, He 
believes that such a business cor-

FIRST BOMB THREAT 

The Junior High School 
was supposed to be blown 
up Wednesday morning, and 
students were evacuated for 
half an hour while police and 
firefighters checked the 
building. 

Set. James Lynch des- 
cribed the telephone warning 
of a bomb, received at police 
headquarters at 8:12, as 
coming from a youthful voice. 

School Supt. Edward I. 
Erickson said the department 
had anticipated receiving 
such calls, based on the 
experience in surrounding 
towns. He said make-up ses- 
sions — possibly on Saturday 
mornings — will be con- 
sidered if such events per- 
sist. He also noted that state 
law now has established a 
stiff penalty for anyone 
telephoning a bomb threat,

Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
and heads of departments are 
studying budgets this week, to see 
where two percent can be cut, 

Town meeting voted to slice a 
flat two percent off the total budget, 
except schools, but left it up to 
Mr. Duff to decide which items 
will be trimmed, 

The cut comes to approximately 
$42,000, 

Because the larger part of most 
budgets is listed as salaries, there 
was some speculation during the 
week that increases could be 
affected by the vote, as well as 
the expenses of the various de- 
partments, 

Town meeting, 
reduction, appropriated a net 
budget, except for schools, of 
$2,112,702, The School Department 
budget totals $1,821,935. 

Taxpayers Association member 
Joseph F, Adams moved the re 
duction, telling the voters that, 
in view of the threatened $4 tax 
rate increase, the meeting should 
decide if it wants economies in 
town government, 

Taxpayers Member Henry F. 
Wolfson compared the recom- 
mended appropriations with actual 
expenditures in 1962, and came up 
with an increase of ‘‘close to 11 
percent’’, 

Also speaking for the reduction 
was Donald Richmond, who noted

False Emergencies? 
A Finance Committee suggestion at town meeting, that 
it would transfer funds to a study committee from its 
reserve fund, brings into focus a custom that has been 


growing in recent years. 


That the effort last Saturday failed is relatively un- 
important, compared to the number of times this method 


of financing has been used. 


On a number of occasions, the Finance Committee cuts 
substantial amounts out of department budgets, with the 
accompanying advice that department heads can get a 
transfer during the year, if needed. 

This is one way to cut the budgets. 

But it violates the spirit, if not the letter, of the by-law 
defining the FinCom and its powers. For that by-law 
specifies that the Finance Committee can make transfers 


in cases of emergency. 


Cutting budgets to the point where an emergency 
appears quite possible — then justifying the transfer on 
the grounds that an emergency exists — doesn’t make 


sense. 


The effort last Saturday indicates the extent to which 
the FinCom has fallen into this practice. There was no 


emergency — the annual 


meeting customarily makes 


appropriations and the announcement was made during 
this session. In effect, it was an announcement that an 
emergency wes about to be artificially created, thereby 
justifying the transfer of funds. 


This particular practice 


does not make sense, and 


should be stopped before the FinCom becomes the town’s 
virtual appropriating authority, instead of an advisory 


committee on finances. 


Require Maximum Installation 


One solution to the sewage problems, shared by most 
of the town, was proposed at town meeting. 


It deserves serious study. 


The proposal was made that all septic systems installed 
in the town must be completely adequate, or no building 


permit will be issued. 


The Board of Health even now requires percolation 
tests from professional engineers before approving or 
turning down septic tank installations. 

But perhaps higher standards could be established — 
standards which would do more to guarantee that the tank 
and leeching fields will actually do a complete job. 

One of the arguments involved in this consideration is 
that the number of houses constructed here would be 
sharply limited in some areas. 

Yet we submit the obvious conclusion that completely 
adequate septic systems, on every lot, would repudiate 
the need for sewer extensions. Many areas of town might 
never be built up, as a result of this action, but the tax- 
payers and the residents who possess adequate systems 
would not be financially penalized either. 


Maps Urgently Need Review 


We understand that several areas in town are now 
zoning problems, due to the condition of the maps and the 
controversy surrounding their interpretation. 

It was suggested last week that an immediate study of 
the zoning maps — starting back at the original zoning — 
be undertaken. Jt seems to us that this is now more urgent 


than ever. 


Businessmen invest in property zoned commercially — 
they should not be subject to loss because the zoning 


maps are somehow misleading, or in error. 

We are not in a position to make any rulings on the 
validity of the maps — we merely point out that competent 
authorities should get on the ball to straighten out this 
mess before any further damage is done — to residents or 


to investors.
